In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show user's priorities, the examiner disagrees. The Claims presented on 
11/4/04 recite "a prioritization analyser component configured for ordering said recognized concepts/themes and sub-concepts/sub- 
themes, with said documents associated therewith, acording to a user's priorities." Wical teaches user input according to what they 
prefer, and therfore reads on the claims that were presented.
